Also "skeptical ....that current changes go very deep." 

3. Norberg apparently agrees with MSA-0DMS group and recommends that 
Plans immediately begin on "an urgent basis a consideration of 
ma j or problems . . . , " 

4. ODMS people want another meeting within two or three weeks 
(date of first meeting being Oct. 7) 

5. Norberg recommends that we not wait that long. 

6. Sherman urges that attention be given Norberg' s recommendation/ 
that is concerning the consideration by Plans; and that 

the question of giving the problem high priority be taken up 
with Board after preliminary estimate is done. 
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
